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COACHING IN THE BLACK HILLS. 


The Road Agents—How They Rob Fas- 
sengers—The Iron-elad Treasure 
Coach—Fighting Messengers — Mur- 
der and Robbery on the Highway. 


From the New York Tribune. 
Road agents ivfested the route be- 
tween the railroad and the Black Hills 
long after the Indians disappeared, 
ar 4 now they sometimes stop a 
coach and take the watches and money 
of the passengers. Travelers never 
make any resistance to highwaymen— 
it would be aue Aer useless. La. 
nts al wa ys at ‘passenger Coaches 
is the night. Hidiog by the roadside 
where high banks conceal them, they 
spring out when the coach comes 
Es and one levels his gun at the 
driver with ao order to halt, while the 
others thrust the muzzies of their 
pieces into the wiudows and order the 
sleepy passengers to hold up their 
hands aud get out. Eich one is then 
made to surrender his watch and 
money, and sometimes the baggage is 
broken open and searched. The road 
agents often joke with the p»sseogers, 
and seldom treat them with indignity. 
Tney have been known to refuse to 
take the mo ey of a poor working- 
man, or haviog taken it, to return it 
when his necessities have been repre- 
sented to them. Almost every old 
traveller in the Hills has had more or 
less experie oe with read agents, and 
almost every coach that comes in or 
goes Out-curries some passenger who 
has met them. About a year ago 
there were 
TWO GANGS OF ROBBERS 
on me Cheyenne road for several 
weeks, and nearly every outguing 
couch \was stopped. Travellers ex- 
pected to be halted, and they were 
obliged to adopt the ™ of carrying 
very little money and no ether valua- 
bles with them. A gentleman offered 
the robbers a cheap silver watch one 
night, and they not only refused to 
take it, but ridiculed the man for car- 
rying such a timepiece. On that oc- 
casiou the ageuts got only 814 from 
six passengers, and when the leader 
said that it seemed to him d——4 
straoge that people should be travel. 
ing 3 with so little money, one of 


the passengers replied that nobody but 


a fool would carry money with him, 
knowing that he would be sure to lose 
it. They say that “Ben” Holliday 
was in ove of his own coaches in Cal- 
ifornia or Oregon once when it was 
stopped by road agents. He was 
made to get out and hold up his 
hands, while one of the robbers stood 
in front of him with a gun loaded 
and cocked. Mr. Holliday said that 
his nose itched, and his arms ached so 
that he cou!-J endure it no longer, and 
he asked the fellow who was guarding 
him for permission to scratch his nose. 
Tne man replied that he wonld save 
him the trouble, and began to rub the 
muzzie of hs gun across Mr. Holli- 
day's face. He said that he very soon 
forgot both the fatigue and the irrita- 
tion. For year or more no bullion 
has been sent to the railroad in the 
regular passenger coaches, but

in charge of a guard of eight messen- 
gers is dispatched twice a month. 
Tais coach has been espycially fitted 
up for the purpose. ‘The sides are 
ciosed to ab we the heads of those in- 
side, and are made bullet-proof by a 
lining of shset-iron.. The doors are 
pierced by portholes, which may be 
opened from the inside. The treas- 
ure b»x is placed on the flvor in the 
middle of the coach; and two messen- 
gers occupy the front seat and two 
more the back. These men never 
close their eyes or iay down their 
guns from the time they leave Dexd- 
wood until they reach Sidney. They 
are also well supplied with navy re 
volvers und carry a few extra carbines. 
Two other messengers ride at a dis- 
tance ahead of the coach and two be- 
hind, so that it would be aliost im- 
» possible for even a large ganz of road 
agents to kill or disable all the guards 
in the first attack, After thar they 
would fight at a great disadvantage.

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Dakota Divorce Luw—A Decree on Cu- 
rious Grounds—The Practice in Dif- 
ferent States.

A teeny reported decision of 
the Dakota District Court is well ad- 
apted to cause extensive flitting of 
disaffected spouses to that territory, 
and tw stimulate the desire, already 
keen, among the friends of a pure and 
stable marriage tie, for some compre 
hensive improvement of the law of 
divorcee. The hero of the narrative is 
the same Mr. Vosburgh who attained 
notoriety in New Jersey year or two 
ago by his trial and acquital on the 
charge of attempting to poison his 
wife, Since that trial he has moved 
te Jiakota, and has appeared there in 
a suit for divorce. The taw of the 
territory allows a divorce for either of 
six causes named, one of whic. is ‘‘ex- 
treme cruelty, and this cruelty is de- 
fined to be the infliction of grievous 
bodily injury or grievous mental suf- 
fering upon the other by one party 
to the marriage. _ Ninety days resi- 
dence is exucted from a plain'iff. Ua- 
der these laws Mr. Vosburgh brought 
suit, setting forth the course taken by 
his wife in circulating against him

as the “egtreme cruelty” which had 
caused him grievoue mental suffer- 
ing.“ There was no trick of conceal- 
ment ta obtain a divorce by default. 
The wife appeared and answered, and 
was represented by counsel in the 
trial. Upon that trial the husband 
narrated the cuurse pursued by his 
wife in preterring the charge of poi- 
soning, and its effect upon his feelings. 
His counsel read one or two corrobor- 
ative affidavits. The wife’s counsel 
stated that they had deliberately de- 
cided not to submit to any evidence; 
and the Court adjudgtd that, irre- 
spective of the wify’s precuring an in- 
dictment against her husband, her cir- 
culating the charge, and giving the 
District Attorney aid in the prosecu- 
tion, was eruel treatment“; and, if it 
were not, that her reiterating the 
charge of poisoning in her answer and 
withholding all evidence tu sustain it, 
constituted “treatment most cruel and 
inhuman.” For the-e reasons a di- 
vores was granted; the plaintiff to pay 
$25 alimooy every half year, for tive 
years.

upon default, by devices which con- 
ceal the proceeding from the defend- 
ant. Upon the other branch of the 
subject, the prosecution of suits by 
coliusion between the husband and 
wife, it may have an important and 
most unfortunate influence.

kota allows it for cruelty, of which a 
wife’s slandering her husband may be 
an example. And U-ah caps the cli- 
max by according it whenever it is 
made to appear that the parties can- 
not live in peace and unison.”

ARTESIAN WELLS. 
A Successfal Well in Reese River Val- 


ley-An Experiment of Great Im- 
portance to Nevada. 


From the Austin Reveille. 

The artesian well, at the ranch, of 
James E. Rooker, on Reese river, is 
down two hundred and sixty-seven 
feet in the bowels of the earth. Mr. 
Rooker put a pump on the well to as- 
certain whether the water coming in- 
to it was surface water or frem the 
bottom. After two hours pumping it 
was ascertained that the water had 
not lowered an inch, thereby demon- 
strating the fect that the water was 
amie into the well from the bottom. 
He will place a wind-mill thereon im- 
mediately, and should the result ful- 
fill his expectations, Mr. Rooker will 
proceed to sink several others forth- 
with. A series of artesian wells in 
Reese River valley would make it one 
of the. most fertile sections of the 
State. Other ranchers will probably 
profit by the example set by Mr. 
Rooker and sink artesian wells on 
their land, which being done the 
barley crops of the future will not 
suffer in dry seasons as was the case 
this year.

Who are Evangelical in a Legal Sense. 


From the New York Sun. 


The Philadelphia tax collector en- 
den vored to sell the building of the 
Young Men's Christian Association 
for taxes, when the association brought 
suit to prevent him. It was contended 
on behalf of the tax collector that 
such associations are not institutions 
of public charity, because their object 
is to promote only evangelical relig- 
ion; but the court held that any one 
who holds the fundamental doctrines 
of the Christian faith is, in a legal 
sense, evangelical. The cullector 
claimed that the money of the asso- 
ciation being partly inves ed in a 
block of stores to be rented, the prop- 
erty was liable to and could not escape 
taxation, because the income inured 
to the benefit of a philanthropic soci- 
ety, and that dues being cha for 
membership, the society could not be 
regaridd us strictly philanthropic. 
The court held that the ing of 
dues did not affect the general char- 
acter and parpose of the society, and 
decided that so much of the property 
as was invested in stores and offices 
yielding an inc»me should pay a tax, 


| while so'much of it as was invested in 
| the library, reading rooms, and other 
Jappurtenances of the society proper 
| was exempt 


from taxation.

THE NEW V COUNTY VAULT. 


The Finest Safe Ever Built Provided 
for Washoe County’s Gold. 


The «Recorder aud Treasurer are 
justly proud of their reconstructed 
office, which they will occupy on Mon- 
day next. The new vault built for 
the county by Hall's 
company, is the finest and best in the 
State, only excepting that of the State 
Treasurer at Carson. The space oc- 
capied was formerly the Assessor's 
office, and is on the ground floor and 
on the north side of the building. 
The Auditor's office is in the north- 
west corner of the court house, and is 
one of the pleasantest in it. Two 
doors open into 

THE VAUL!, 
one into the compartment of the 
Treasurer aud the other into the main 
vault, where the county records will 
be kept. The size is 18 feet by 10 
with a block 5 feet square cut off in 
the southwest corner for the Tress- 
urer. The walls are two feet thick 
and rest upon their own foundation 
entirely independent of the main 
building, so that if the whole should 
blow over or fall down, if that were 
possible, the vault could not be in- 
jured. The floor is laid upon rubble 
work four feet thick, and is of iron 
three sixteenth inches thick. The 
roof is of railroad iron extending into 
the walls all around, and covered with 
The en- 
trances to hoth compartments are 30 
inches wide and have folding doors 
on the inside, secured by 
TWO FLAT STEEL BOLTS 

and a good lock. The outside doors 
are composed of alternate layers of 
chilled iron and burglar proof steel, 
and are three-fourths of an inch thick. 
They are each armed with 12 steel 
bolts an inch and a quarter thick. 
which are moved by the best combi- 
nation locks, The frames weigh 1800 

ounds each and are bolted to the 
iron floor and the sides of the vault. 
The walls inside are provided with 
wooden*shelves which will hold a 
formidable array of documents. The 
Treasurer’s compartment is separated 
by brick walls from the main vault, 
which extends from floor to ceiling. 
It is provided with a steel safe of the 
best known material and workman- 
ship. The door and sides are 3inches 
thick and are composed of alternate 
layers of 
CHILLED IRON AND DRILL PROOF STEEL 


thoroughly welded together. It 
weighs 3700 pounds and is in several 
important respects the finest safe in 
this State. It is provided with Hall's 
latest improved and best time lock, 
which has several advantages over any 
ever made before. One is a secret 
combination, by means ef which it 
cin be worked after a certain time, in 
case the timer should fail to work for 
any reason. Another very great im- 
provement is in tae manner of closing 
the door which is hung on crane 
hinges and dovetails into its socket 
with a sliding mation of the whole 
door, That is, when the door is 
swung to, it does not sink into its 
socket by half an inch, but the crane 
swings the door, forward bodily, mov- 
ing back and front edges together in- 
to the dovetails, making

that the safe cou'd be rolled over end 
over without its coming open. Until 
the dovr is swung open by they crane, 
it is impossible to pull it open by the 
handle, or to get io the slightest grain 
of powder or any explosive. When 
the bolts are thrown, the hinges might 
be cut off without in the leust affect- 
ing the strength of the door. Twe 

steel shelves are placed inside for con- 
venience. The safe will hold half a 
million dollars in gold, and is the size 
usually found in the offices of coun- 
try newspapers, The finish is hand- 
seme, both on the safe and the vault.

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FOREST FIRES. 

The Burning Timber Near Verdi--Area 

of the Burnt District--A Grand Sight 

--What Feeds the Flames--How Fire 

is Fought--Several Other Fires--The 

Dieappesrance of Forests From the 
Warth.

I The fire now . in the 8 


alle, southwest of Verdi. 
started about three creeks 2 a 
sheepherder, probably for the Tpbse 
of making good pasturage’ for the 
sheep next season. Wherever fire 
runs over the mountains, consuming 


all the dead wogd and litter of the 
forest in its course, the ground is en- 
riched by the products of combustion 
and in the following season the grass 
and herbage springs up rich and 
abundant. Since its beginning the 
tire has spread over a large circular 
area, whose least diameter would be 
fully three miles. At times it has 
s-emed almost dead, and for days 
would be indicated only by thin 


on the mountains afer dark, 
several times during the period ot its 
existence the fire has sprung pp with 
renewed fierceness antl its bright flames 
would light up the mountains by night, 
while the lovality of the mf Hg 
would be marked by a vast pillar of 
smoke ascending to the heavens by 
day. Where the timber had been 
cut in the forest, the fire gained 
strength from the dry logs, chips and 
dead boughs which covered the ground. 
Iu such places the fury of the*fire 
would be so great that the standing 
timber would be all killed. Where 


THE CONFLAGRATION WAS AT ITS HEIGHT 
the spectacle was one of the most 
magnificent that the eye can ever be: 


hold, The flames would reach à giant 
pine and rush witha crackling roar 
55 trunk until in an instant the 
ole tree would be a blazing pillar 
of fire. The noise of falling trees, the 
erackle and roar of the flames, added 
to the howling of the wind, were as 
impressive to the car as was to the 
sight the spectacle of a whole fores} 
on fire. The conflagration When at 
its height could have been seen fifty 
miles away, were an uninterrupted 
view possible from such a distance. 
In the virgin forest the fire did less 
damage. The green timber does not 
bura readily and where there is no 
debris on the ground to feed 
the flames the trees escape with a 
slight scorching. The fire must have 
already burned over five thousand 
acres, and may yet spread over a con- 
siderable extent of country. The 
timber land belonging to Hon. J. P. 
Foulks is now threatened. Cuoldren’- 
and Lawton's timber has been Already 
burned over. Tiffany's cis at present 
menaced by the flames. To-morrow 
anumber of men from -Camp 25 on 
the railroad are going to fight fire. In 
fighting fire, one method is to plough 
around it where possible, and where 
that cannot be done, dirt is shoveled 
upon the dry underbrush in the path 
of the fire. By such means the fire 
can be often arrested. Water is sel- 
dom available on the mountains. In 
addition td the one pear Verdi, there 
is another extensive fire ‘raging near 
Cold Stream, hree miles above Truckee. 
and Kneeland’ s mill is ip danger. The 
d Stream fire is in valucble 
(Reber and is doing more damage 
than any of the others. Still another 
fire is consuming much timber above 
Richardson’s mill abont four mile- 
east of Truckee. It is believed that 
many of these forest fires which anou- 
ally sweep throngh the forest sre set 
by Indian-,to drive the deer out of the 
canyons to places where they can be 
From whatever 
cause originating, the wide-spread des- 
trnetion a trees isn Calamity to man- 
kind. Forests are fast dissappearing 
from the earth. Their removal has 
transformed many fertile regions into 
desolate wastes. There are whole 
states, thousands of acres, so chan 
around the shores of the Medi:errune- 
an, und in other portions of the Old 
Worid. The complete destruction of 
the timber on the mountains of the 
Sierra is only a question of time. 
When all gone its value will be better 
appreciated.
